Among the high lights in the series 
of facts revealed by Mrs. Richmond— 
facts cast aside by the state author- 
ities sworn to expose medical fakers— 
are these: 

“The weekly receipts of the House 
of Health alone were $7,000. That was 
the mark set by the doctors, and they 
usually reached it. 

“Men without medical knowledge, 
without state licenses, gave all the 
treatments — hypodermic injections, 
electric treatments of all kinds. These 
men were given the title ‘Doctor’ in 
the presence of patients. 

“The licensed physicians did noth- 
ing but diagnose .ailments and fix 
feés. They were paid a salary of $100 
a week, and received also a generous 
commission. The more the patient 
paid, the more the physician received. 


Used Doctor’s Name. 


“One man who diagnosed, Frank 
Allshouse, was not a physician at all 
He used the name of another doctor at 
the House of Health. I gave these cir- 
cumstances to the state investigating 
board for spadcific action. 

“The syndjeate is headed by three 
doctors. One is Dr. Giles, who is a 
millionaire, uses a Rolls-Royte auto- 
mobile, drives to Florida for the winter 
and Montreal for the summer, visiting 
his offices in various cities.

“Every time a patient came for 
treatment he was required to purchase 
medicine—always at the same price, 
$2.50,” Mra.

Richmond declared, she became aware 
of its character, but she stayed on to 
collect evidence which she was sure 
would be of benefit to the state authort- 
ties in ridding the city of the quack 
menace. 

Branches Over Country. 

The out of town activities of the 
quack syndicate were principally in 
New York City, Jersey City, Newark, 
Kansas City, Montreal, and Detroit. In 
Detroit, according to Mrs. Richmond, 
an expensive office has been operated 
since only last December. being aided 
by advertising In reputable newspapers 
there. Dr. Giles spent several weeks 
in Detroit establishing the office and 
himself in general confidence.

Poland 26,000,000 rubles’ worth of 
grown jewels, in part payment of Rus- 
gia’s obligation to her, but difficulties 
arose at the last moment and Poland 
ultimately received only 11,900,000 
rubles’ worth of gems.
